YOUR MAILING LABEL 

If you got this magazine through the mail then you should find 
a mailing code on the far right corner of your address label. 

If there’s a slash and a number then that number is the last issue 
you’re due to receive. F’instance, if the code is a star and a slash 
and the number 46 “*/46” then this issue, being #46 is the last 
issue you’re due to receive. It also means that it’s time to renew 
so check the subscription rates so I can continue sending you 
magazines. 

A dot “.” before the slash means that this issue was sent out 
third class bulk rate which takes a few weeks to get to you. 

A plus sign “+” or a star means that you paid a premium 
price to get your copy expedited using first class mail. It also means 
that you get special handling, possibly sent in an envelope 

“A” means that you’re getting this because of the artwork that 
you sent and should be somewhere in this issue. 

“T” or “X” means that we have a pre-arranged magazine 
trade. If there’s a number then the exchange is due to run out after 
that issue unless I hear from you. 

“L” or “S” means that you’re a lifetime subscriber. You were 
kind enough to give money to Mike Gunderloy in his time of need 
so I’ll continue the tradition. All lifetime subscriptions are sent 
out bulk rate cuz it’s all I can afford. If you are interested in 
becoming a new lifetime subscriber, please contact me.

SENDING STUFF FOR REVIEW 

Please! Clearly state your address and the price. W crarely 
review stuff when we can’t find the address. If you don’t see you 
zine reviewed here, that might be the reason. 

Here’s the instructions: Please enclose a separate card clearly 
stating the sample price, the subscription price and how many 
they get for a sub. Also print the ordering address, the check 
endorsement name, the ISSN number, your trade policy, your 
advertising policy, your submission policy, your back issue 
policy, if you review zines, review records, and if you offer free 
prisoner subs. 

It’s a really good idea to staple this card to the inside front 
cover of your zine, so it doesn’t get lost. Envelopes get tossed, so 
don’t write anything important on the outside of the envelope. 
You can also write down your telephone number, fax number, 


and Email address. I won’t be printing these but they may be 
needed by me or other industry types. 

Feel free to request category placement, zine subtitles, or 
suggested descriptions. I may not use what you suggest but it’s 
worth a try, isn’t it? All category placements and reviews are at 
OUR discretion. If you don’t like the rules then don’t send us your 
stuff. 

If you want me to check out your zine but don’t want me to 
print a review (for whatever reason) that’s cool too. But please 
state it clearly if that’s your desire (and enclose an SASE if you 
want some feedback). 

The free trade policy is currently on hold. I’m trying to keep 
this project afloat and simply don’t have the money. 

Everyone that’s gets reviewed within the pages of the maga¬ 
zine will receive a confirmation postcard in the mail. This card 
will contain a reprint of the review as it appears in F5. Zine 
publishers are encouraged to subscribe and as a bonus will 
receive a copy of the resource guide. 

Unfortunately, I’m not currently printing record reviews or 
video tapes. I just don’t have the time or space for it. I may review 
tapes and stuff in the future but for the moment it’s on hold. Feel 
free to send me your tapes and I’ll definitely check ‘em out (I 
can’t really afford new CDs anyway). I like lots of different 
music and if you want my opinion (for whatever reason) I’d 
gladly give it. Enclosing an SASE almost guarantees a personal 
reply. If you have a demo that you want reviewed, check the zines 
here. The zines that review recorded music clearly state “music 
reviews” within the review paragraph. 

I’m also not reviewing computer BBSs or computer software. 
There just isn’t enough time and space for that now. I do plan on 
reviewing books, so if you have something feel free to send it but 
there are no promises when it comes to long books.

SUBMISSIONS 

People are encouraged to submit art and illustrations to us. I 
like humorous single or multi-paneled cartoons. Check these 
pages for ideas that you think might appeal to me. I’m less likely 
to print spot illustrations but I am looking for category heads, F5 
ads and possible cover illustrations. If you have an idea for a 
cover illustration you may want to submit a rough sketch first. 

I’m still looking for additional reviewers but I have very strict 
requirements. You must have an IBM PC compatible computer, 
at least a 286,640K and a hard drive. You must write the reviews 
using special review software package that I’ve developed. Be 
prepared to spend a sizable about of time writing reviews and 
work on a deadline. If you are interested, please send a sample of 
your work. Send me at least 10 zine reviews that you’ve written, 
on an IBM formatted disk in plain ASCII or WordPerfect format. 
Be prepared to submit a sizable number of reviews before I’ll 
forward you zines that were sent here. 

I’m also looking for columnists and freelance writers. Be 
aware that I’m looking for very specific material. I want stuff on 
DTP, printing, alternative media, technology, mail art, conspira¬ 
cies and anything that’s specifically zine related. Send me a 
sample of your writing along with some new ideas, or just send 
me completed material. Space is at a premium now so I’ll be very 
selective. 

Unfortunately we can’t pay our contributors at this time. All 
contributors will receive two consecutive issues for each issue 
their work appears in. Please include your phone number with 
your submission so I’m able to contact you if necessary. It’s not 
necessary to include an SASE as I don’t really have the time to 
send out personal acceptance/rejection letters. I like to keep all 
stuff on file so it’s available at production time. Receipt of 
contributor’s copy is acknowledgement of use.

Much of the information printed in this magazine is available 
on free on-line computer networking systems. Jerod is handling 
this and is reachable at jerod23@well.sf.ca.us. This is what he’s 
got to say about it: The files that comprise Factsheet Five - 
Electric are available for online reading or downloading from 
WELL, via ftp from either nigel .msen .com (IP address 148.59.1.8) 
in /pub/newsletters/F5-E, or src.doc.ic.ac.uk in /literary/newslet- 
ters/factsheet-five; via WAIS from nigel.msen.com and via 
email from me. The North American ftp site will eventually 
move to WELL, probably in early 1993 

The WELL is the “best” place for getting F5-E. Not only is 
The WELL the greatest BBS in CyberSpace (no, I don’t get a 
kickback, I pay $30-50 a month to be on WELL) it’s the 
homebase for F5 - Electric. The most recent files are there. 
Online zines that are sent to me are there. News, gossip and 
rumors about zines and other underground media are there. 
Mondo 2000, 2600, Full Disclosure, bOING-bOING and other 
zinesters are there. The WELL is, however, expensive at $ 15.00 
a month and $2.00 an hour. Call (415) 332-4335 for more 
information. 

After WELL, ftp is the next best way of getting the files. Our 
ftp sites accept anonymous as a login and your return address as 
a password. I don’t do WAIS, so I can’t say how good or bad it 
is. Any questions you have about ftp or WAIS should be directed 
to emv@msen.com That’s Edward Vielmetti who set up the ftp 



site, the WAIS service and alt.zines. Edward is a saint and a true 
freedom fighter. 

Finally there is email. For some people, especially those of 
you on FidoNet, CompuServe and other services with email-only 
gateways to The Internet, email is the only way to get the files. 
Just ask and I’ll send you any or all of the files. 

HOW DOES ONE SUBSCRIBE TO 
FACTSHEET FIVE - ELECTRIC? 

FactSheet Five - Electric is about to be available on a subscrip¬ 
tion basis. The subscription service will come in two flavors: 
“issue” and “update”. You may subscribe to either or both 
services. With the update flavor you will receive F5-E files as 
they become available. Update files may contain reviews of zines 
that are grouped together as a category, such as music zines. Then 
again, update files may contain reviews of zines that we recently 
received and reviewed. Several files may be received at once 
with an update-flavored subscription, it all just depends. We are 
planning on sending out the update subscriptions from a site at 
Ann Arbor, MI. With the issue flavor you will receive twenty to 
thirty files all at once. As I understand the workings of the mass¬ 
mailing shell script, each file will be a discrete piece of mail, with 
the file name as the subject of the letter. The sender’s address will, 
I hope, be something meaningful like factsheet5@well.sf.ca.us 
Whatever the account name is, it WILL NOT be a valid account 
to which to send mail. 

As always, the email address for FactSheet Five - Electric is 
jerod23@well.sf.ca.us As the issues will be mailed as many 
discrete files, there is some hope for those of you at sites with 
mailer demons who puke at large files. Many files will get 
through, but some (like the Punk zines or Queer zines) may be 
undeliverable to some sites. With either service, you may NOT 
pick and choose categories of zine reviews to receive. That is an 
option for those with ftp. However, as I hope to use somewhat 
meaningful file names, and hence the subjects of the letters, you 
could just trash the files you don’t want to read. To subscribe to 
either (or both) services, email jerod23@well.sf.ca.us An empty 
letter with a subject of “Subscribe issue” “Subscribe update” or 
“Subscribe both” will be the most helpful way of requesting these 
services. The services will begin operation sometime in Decem¬ 
ber, 1992. We have a couple of new files, so “update” subscribers 
will be getting something for Xmas just like the new “issue” 
subscribers. 

For now, updates to F5-E will be announced in the newsgroups 
that attract people interested in zines. This includes alt.zines, 
rec.mag, alt. politics, libertarian, alt. music.hardcore, 
rec.music.industrial, alt.thrash, alt.pulp, alt.homosexual, alt.slack, 
alt.pagan and alt.cyberpunk An excellent suggestion was made 
about having an email service that announces just the names of 
the new or updated files to ftp users. As we’re juggling two email 
subscription lists right now, we won’t be able to implement that 
idea just yet. Subscribers to punk-list or grunge-list or any other 
-list could help by posting announcements, if appropriate, to the 
lists. Let me know about any newsgroups where information 
about small-press publications would be appreciated. 

THE ZINE EXCHANGE 

Jerod is also running the zine exchange. This is what he has to 
say about that. Now we don’t have a hell of a lot of room for zines, 
so here’s the deal: Along with your zine, send an SASE, the 
bigger and more postage-packed the better. And we’ll send you 
some of the zines we get. That’s right, not only will we review 
them, but we’re doing a zine exchange. Don’t ask for specific 
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ATTENTION

titles, as you won’t get them. Types of zines can be requested, but 
are subject to availability and what has been reviewed when we 
get your envelope and what is on the top of the pile of zines that 
have been reviewed. So it’s pretty random. 

How much you get depends upon such factors as: what you 
send, how many copies of your zine you include, how big the 
envelope is, how much postage is on it, what we have available 
and how we’re feeling at the time. Some people, who are either 
greedy or stupid, have sent the postage-paid envelopes, BUT NO 
ZINES. You have to send zines (not catalogs, not ads, not long 
whining letters) to participate in the zine exchange. Send all 
requests for the zine exchange to me at the 1800 Market Street 
address. 

Gary Pattillo is running what he’s calling the Zine Exchange 
Network. Send zines and an envelope, get zines back. What you 
get depends upon what you send.

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN 

“Don’t mean sheeeit” as Mr. Natural would say - but the 
reviews do have some hidden meanings. That first big group of 
words is the title. After the title there might also be a subtitle for 
the publication. I don’t write them but they sometimes tell you 
what the zine is all about. 

At the very beginning of the review paragraph I try to list any 
issue numbers or dates that may identify when it was printed. The 
reviews vary in length from one line to those monster reviews that 
Jerod loves to write. How do you know what’s good? Check the 


length of the review. In general, the more we say about a zine the 
more we like it. 

At the end of the review I list the zine statistics. I try to list if 
they like to trade zines, if they accept submissions, If they review 
other zines, if they review recorded music, if they offer free 
subscriptions to incarcerated individuals, and if they accept paid 
display advertising. I hope you find this information a useful 
shortcut to getting through these pages. If you can think of any 
other zine stats that would be useful, drop me a line and maybe 
we can integrate them. 

I tried to list two prices, one for sample copies and one for 
subscriptions. When listing sub prices I also tried to list the 
number of copies that you might expect to get for your $$$. Be 
forewarned that prices may change. 

After the address, enclosed in those little brackets are the page 
count, size code and reviewer. You should always check the page 
count and size before ordering zines. I’m not going to tell you if 
it’s a good deal or not, you’re going to have to decide that for 
yourself. 

We’ve got lots of different people reviewing zines here. Jerod 
(JP) and I (RSF) do the bulk of the material in the main sections. 
Larry-Bob (LR) does most of the stuff in Queer, and the MRR 
“shitworkers” do the stuff listed in Punk.

HOW TO GET ZINES 

Please send cash! I know everyone tells you not to not to send 
cash through the mail but we’re talkin’ just a few bucks here. If 
your ordering a $20.00 subscription from someone then it’s 
probably a good idea to send a check but for a buck or two, c’ mon. 
Many small zine publishers don’t even have separate accounts 
set up for their zines. You don’t know how frustrating it is to have 
a stack of $1.00 checks that you have to return just because your 
bank won’t accept them cause they’re made out to the zine name. 

In general, cash is preferable to money orders, which is 
preferable to check. If you send cash then it’s usually a good idea 
to wrap it carefully. I’ve rarely had problems with getting cash 
but I’ve had massive problems dealing with inaccurate checks. 
Sending coins really sucks too. If the price listed isn’t a round 
number then round it up the nearest buck, postage is expensive 
these days. 

If you do send checks then I have a simple system that I’ve set 
up. At the end of each review, after the prices, you’ll find the 
address. If there’s a person’s name listed there too then checks 
should be made out to that person, not the zine. Got it? 

If there’s a single issue price listed then you’re probably 
invited to order a sample issue. If there’s a subscription price 
listing the number of issues you’d expect to receive then you may 
be able to order a sample (if you do the correct math). If you really 
like what I say about a zine and there’s only a subscription price 
listed, then order a sub. And please don’t forget to tell ‘em that 
you saw it here. 


















If I list two different prices separated by a slash that means the 
first price was suggested by the publisher (like “free”) and the 
second price was suggested by me (like “$1.00”). 

Canadians and some Brits, generally don’t mind receiving 
U.S. funds in cash. For Canada, it is generally safe to send US$1 
for each C$1 in prices; the exchange rate is usually high enough 
to cover postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for each BrLl asking 
price similarly allows for postage even after covering the ex¬ 
change. I’ve tried to list the prices in US$ for overseas shipping 
for European publications but I’m not perfect. If you don’t live 
in the States and you want to order something from outside the 
U.S., then it’s a good idea to write first to get the current prices 
for your part of the world. 

“Age Statement” means that you should send along a signed 
statement saying that you’re over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to 
help the publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distributing 
sexually explicit materials. In fact, it’s a good idea to include an 
age statement for any zine that might contain blunt writing or 
explicit pictures whether we mention it in the review or not. This 
is particularly true for the “Sex” section or the “Queer” section. 

“The Usual” refers to the traditional method of obtaining 
Science Fiction fanzines without sullying oneself with cash. 
Generally this includes trading other zines, writing intelligent 
letters, contributing articles, or contributing art. These days a 
dollar or two is often accepted as the equivalent. 

Please mention Factsheet Five when writing to anyone you 
saw reviewed or advertised here. Publishers like to know where 
you heard about them so they’ll be able to manage things better. 
And advertisers like to know that people see their ads, so they’ll 
continue advertising (and I can continue printing). It helps us all 
in the long run, as the more credibility we build up, the more fine 
zines we’ll be able to bring to your attention. 

If you have the time, any publisher enjoys hearing comments 
on the zine they’ve sent you. Sending a personal greeting along 
with your order saying why you decided to order their publ ication 
will also help. Publishing zines is a hard, lonely business and even 
a simple note of thanks will really make someone’s day. 

Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not be 
able to get the exact issue that was reviewed here. I tried to list if 
there’s a stock of back issues available in which case you have a 
greater chance of getting a particular issue. If you really want that 
particular issue, state clearly in your request the issue number and 
date, otherwise, simply request the most recent or next issue. 

Please! Print your name and address clearly on your request 
letter or enclose a card with your payment. Envelopes often get 
lost and return addresses along with them. Stapling the cash to the 
letter isn’t such a bad idea. 

Many zine publishers are willing to exchange their zine for 
yours. And if you don’t publish one, whacha waitin’ for? I’ve 
tried to specifically state their trade policies in the reviews. 
People also like to trade similarly sized and similarly oriented 
zines. Music zinesters like to read music zines while sfans like to 
get other sfanzines. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can’t afford 
to give away the copy, don’t send it. 

HOW TO ADVERTISE 

Publishers, mail-order companies, record labels, and every¬ 
one else are encouraged to advertise with us. Factsheet Five 
prints 8,000 copies with a readership that probably reaches over 
20,000 people.

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I’m a damn Yankee! Not only am I a Yankee but I’m the worst 
kind. I’m a Jew-Yankee from Neu Yawk. I don’t mind being a Jew- 
Yankee but I do mind the epicurean shortcomings of my ethnic 
background. Two of the most frustrating shortcomings are that I can’t 
make a decent pecan pie or com bread. 

I love pecan pie and my friend Liz once made me a wonderful 
pecan pie. Before I moved to San Francisco I was able to satisfy my 
craving for pecan pie at the Union Square Greenmarket in Manhattan. 
Every Wednesday, Friday and Saturday the Pennsylvania Dutch/ 
Amish would visit our fair city and set up shop at the outdoor market. 
They sold rennet-free cheeses and fine baked goods. At least once a 
month I’d pick up one of their delicious home-made pecan pies. 

I know how unhealthy pecan pie is for you but it tastes sooooo 
good. Unfortunately, those pecan pies were eliminated from my diet 
when I realized how much weight I’d gained and how obvious it 
looked on me. It was a tough decision. Pecan pie, ice cream, chocolate 
or beer. The beer won out. 

There was a restaurant in New York City that served a delicious 
com bread. Miracle Grill was located in the heart of New York’s 
picturesque East Village on Avenue B. They served one of the best 
Southwestern brunches in the city. I think they served the only 
Southwestern brunch in the city. 

I used to go there with Paula, my girlfriend at the time. We 
feasted on scrambled egg fajitas, zucchini quesadillas, and their 
delicious com bread. Brunch at Miracle Grill, like all good things, has 
come to an end. No, the restaurant is still open. The head chef, Bobby 
Flay, simply left to start his own restaurant. 

Most people don’t obsess about things like that unless they live 
in New York, Los Angeles or San Francisco. Most people go to 
restaurants, order food, eat, pay, and leave. If they think about anyone 
besides the server, it’s either a clown with a yellow jumpsuit, some fat 
guy named Dave, or an old guy with a beard called The Colonel. 

I never thought about a head chef in a restaurant until the 
time we went for our regular Sunday brunch and the food just didn’t 
taste right. We didn’t complain. One bit of advice about eating in New 
York restaurants. Don’t complain too loudly about the food. It can be 
dangerous to your health. 

We went back one more time thinking that the food was off that 
day and would be better the next time. It wasn’t. We inquired about 
it and the manager told us that the head chef no longer worked there. 
The menu was the same and the food looked essential the same, it just 
didn’t taste as good. I was sad that I could never have their wonderful 
com bread again. 

Lots of people ask me where I learned to cook so well. It ain’t 
from my mother. She was one lousy cook. The only foods she was able 
to prepare with any tolerable level of success was chicken and 
hamburgers. Oh, in case you didn’t know, I’ve become a vegetarian. 

When I was a young child I was quite the accomplished baker. 
I created baked good to satisfy my own cravings. I had a tremendous 
sweet tooth. I made brownies and cakes but my favorites were the 
cookies. I had a special recipe for chocolate chip oatmeal cookies that 
were the best. Unfortunately, it’s now lost to obscurity. 

My mother (did I mention she was a bad cook?) always 
complimented me on my baking. She used to say that baking was an 
art, while cooking was a science (or was it the other way around). She 
proudly told people the reason why I was such a good baker was 
because I’m so creative (or was it “scientific?”). 

I don’t do much baking anymore. My creativity in the kitchen 
is now done on the stovetop instead of the oven. Baking just seems so 
messy and slow. At the end of the baking session the kitchen is a godawful 
mess and ya gotta wait for the damn thing to cool down before digging in. 

Cooking just seems so much more efficient and immediately 
gratifying. I can whip up a delicious three-course meal in about half 
an hour, and when I’m done, it’s ready to eat. 

Recently, I’ve had this intense craving for com bread. I’ve really 
wanted to make it. You have to realize something about my cooking 


habits. I generally prepare meals from the foods I have on hand. I try 
to have a well stocked kitchen at all times. When meal time rolls 
around I look and see what’s available. What I eat depends on what’s 
around. Maybe it’ll be broccoli, tomatoes, fresh pasta or cheese. 

So I decided one night to make com bread. I went to the baking 
stockpile in my pantry to get out all the ingredients. I grabbed the 
flour, salt, baking soda etc... I then proceeded (in my usual cooking 
fashion) to make com bread. 

I got a big bowl and mixed butter, honey, water and an egg 
together. I used honey because I didn’t have any sugar on hand. I then 
took a second bowl and dumped some whole wheat flour, white flour, 
baking soda, salt, com flour and some yellow granules that looked 
like commeal. Mixed it all up then added the dry mixture to the liquid 
as any professional baker would. Finally I added half a can of com and 
chopped some jalapenos. 

I poured it into a baking pan and popped it in the oven. After 
about 20 minutes the wonderful aroma of fresh baked com bread filled 
the air. I checked the oven and the com bread had a light brown color 
on top. So I removed it from the oven and waited for it to cool. 

One thing I know about baking is after you take it out of the oven 
it’s not supposed to fall back down. That was the first sign what I 
prepared was not up to snuff. The second indicator was when I cut into 
my loaf. It was kinda moist inside. A little too moist. Uncooked. 

When I took a bite I realized that the yellow granules that I used 
were not commeal. I don’t know what it was. It’s just that my com 
bread was a bit too crunchy. 

But that wasn’t the biggest mistake of. I didn’t accurately 
measure any of the ingredients. I never measure ingredients when I 
cook but I never realized how sensitive baked goods are to excessive 
salt. How should I put it? It was really salty. 

I still wanted to enjoy my combread and wasn’t going to let 
some burnt, undercooked, crunchy, salty mess spoil my night. I knew 
just the thing. No, not ketchup, maple syrup. I covered my salty corn- 
mess in delicious tasting maple syrup. It was so good I had a second 
piece. The rest I threw out. 

OK, so maybe baking does require a bit more accuracy then 
cooking. Maybe there’s just a smaller margin of error in baking. 
Maybe I should plan ahead to make sure all the necessary ingredients 
are on hand. Some things can be substituted like whole wheat flour for 
white flour or brown sugar for white sugar but even those changes can 
radically change the outcome. 

After eating that horrible stuff I remembered some great com 
bread I’ve had in San Francisco. My friend Barbara threw a big 
Christmas dinner party last year. She made tons of food. Everything 
was delicious especially the com bread. The turkey was reputed to be 
delicious but I can’t vouch for it. Some day I’m going to throw a big 
thanksgiving or Christmas dinner party, entirely without meat. 

I immediately called up Barbara and asked her for her recipe. I 
followed the recipe, measuring all the ingredients accurately and the 
com bread came out great. The recipe is printed here, but unlike the 
other recipes I passed along, please keep your experimentation to a 
minimum. Please measure the ingredients accurately and experiment 
only with the optional ingredients listed at the end. 


DRY INGREDIENTS: 

3/4 cup white flour 
1/4 cup whole wheat flour 
1 % cup yellow commeal 
Vi tablespoon salt 
4 teaspoons baking soda 


LIQUID INGREDIENTS: 

1 egg 

Vi cup melted butter or com oil 

1 cup milk 

OPTIONAL INGREDIENTS: 
!4 cup sugar or honey 
!4 cup canned com - strained 

2 chopped jalapenos 

!4 cup chopped cheddar cheese 


Accurately measure all the dry ingredients in a mixing bowl. 
Blend them until fully mixed. In a second bowl mix the liquid 
ingredients until smooth. Add the sugar or honey here if used. Mix the 
dry into the liquid and add the other optional ingredients if used. 
Blend all together, but not too smooth, you want to keep it a bit 
chunky. Pour into a loaf dish or a cupcake pan. Bake in a 425° oven 
for 25-30 minutes until slightly brown on top. Let cool, cut some 
slices, and top with strawberry jam.
